MEXICO CITY, Nov. 9.—Jose de 
Leon-Toral was convicted yester- 
day at San Angelo of the assassi- 
nation of President-elect Alvaro 
Obregon last July and was. sen- 
tenced to face a firing squad. 

Mother Concepcion Acebedo de 
la Liata, the Catholic nun charged 
with being the “intellectual au- 
thor” of the crime, also was found 
guilty and sentenced to 


imprisonment. 


20 years’ 


The jury of -nine, largely com- 
posed of farmers and workmen, 
was unanimous in finding de Leon- 


Toral guilty. One juror, however, 


voted for the acquittal for Madre 
Conchita, as Mother Concepcion is 


called here. Under Mexican law 


a majority verdict is sufficient to 
convict. 

Both defendants heard their sen- 
tences without any display of emo- 
tion. The nun sat motionless with 
eyes downcast. 

In a firm voice de Leon-Toral 
asked Judge Mendoza for permis- 
sion to make a statement over the 
radio by which the _ proceedings 
have been broadcast by the De- 
partment of Communications. HIs 
request was curtly denied, the 
Judge saying: “You will have a 
chance to speak some other day.” 


Appeal to Be Filed. 

As soon as sentence had been 
pronounced, Demetrio Sodi, for- 
mer president of the Mexican Su- 
preme Court, assigned as defense 


counsel, announced that he would 
appeal within the five days al- 
lowed by the Court, 

The atmosphetfe about the Court- 
house, which has been growing 
Steadily more tense during the 
seven days of the trial, was tenser 
than ever yesterday. For several] 
days the jurymen had been taking 
their places in the box with re- 
volvers slung to their hips. 

\After they had returned their 
verdict, the jurors asked the Court 
for armed guards to take them to 
their homes, reminding the Court 
that “there are a lot of fanatics 
outside.” 

In refusing the request on the 
grounds that such protection was 
unnecessary, Judge Alonso Aznar 
Mendoza said: 

“You have performed your duty 
and returned a fair verdict. The 
Nation applauds you and you do 
not need protection.” 

At the conclusion of the _§ tria) 
both prisoners were led out of the 
Courthouse surrounded by = solid 
phalanxes of guards with loaded 
rifles. They were hustled into 
waiting cars and _ driven off 
through wildly shouting crowds. 
Obregon partisans in the crowds 
were yelling: “Viva Obregon! 
Death to Obregon’s assassin! Death 
to Sodi!” 

Women Weep for Nun. 

Many women in the crowd wept 
for the convicted nun. As de Leon- 
Toral was being put into a 
ousine with half a dozen soldiers 


he caught sight of a friend in the 
crowd. He had heard that there 
was a plot to kill him as he left 
the Courthouse, but he waved his 
hand in a gay salute and _ smiled 
toward his friend. 

With the crowd 20 deep around 
him, de Leon-Tora clambered into 
the car and threw an arm over 
the shoulders of the chauffeur, 
From his seat he calmly surveved 
the throne around him, seeming to 
take much satisfaction from being 
in the limelight. 

Mother Concepcion was a tragic 
ficure. Her spirit seemed abso. 
lutely broken. 

Yesterday's session lasted eight 
hours without a break, and dur- 
ing all that time she appeared pas- 
sive. Only once, when Attorney- 
General Esquiel Padilla denounced 
her as a heretic, did she _ raise 
flashing eyes, and even then only 
for an instant. When the Judge 
asked her if she had anything to 
say, she answered in a low voice. 
“No.” and then walked back to her 
seat between her guards.

LIFE TERM CONVICT PAROLED 
IN LIGHT OF NEW EVIDENCE 


New Jersey Governor Says He Is 
Reasonably Sure John. Enz 
Did Not Kill Truck Driver. 
By the Associated Press, 
TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 9.—The 
State Court, of Pardons yesterday 
granted a parole to James Sweeney, 


serving a term of life imprison- 
ment for an Elizabeth (N. J.) mail 
robbery in which John Enz, mail 
truck driver, was killed. 

Sweeney’s case was laid before 
the Court of Pardons by Gov. 
Moore, who stated that in the light 
of new evidence he was reasonably 
sure that Sweeney was not guilty. 

Enz was shot by robbers, who 
made away with $51,700 in a day- 
light mail robbery, Oct. 14, 1926. 
Sweeney was arrested, and. at the 
trial two witnesses identified him 
as the “lookout” @Qnman, but he de- 
clared that on the date-of the crime 
he had gone to Sing Sing prison to 
visit an inmate. He admitted sign- 
ing another name to the visitors’ 
card and failed to prove an alibi 
with the admission slip. The jury 
convicted him of murder, but rec- 
ommended mercy. 

Several months ago Sweeney’s 
counsel obtained five affidavits af- 
firming the alibi he failed to estab- 
lish at the trial and, two men 
awaiting trial in the robbery case 
exonerated him. 


WHAT WIFE SAYS IN SLEEP 
‘NO GROUND FOR DIVORCE 


Woman Murmured Endecarimgly of 
“Alf” While Her Husband, 
John, Listened. 
UNIONTOWN, Pa., Nov. 9.— 
What a woman says in her sleep, 
even if«she does mention the name 
of another man, is not grounds for 
divorce, according to Judge Mor- 
row, who refused to grant a de-

Zimmerman said his wife, in her 
sleep, called the name of “Alf” in 
endearing terms. He said 
was Alfred Gallagher.

SMOKE PALL DOWNTOWN 


Darkness Envelops Business Sec- 
tion in Mid-Afternoon, 

The darkness which enveloped 
downtown St. Louis after 2 o'clock 
this afternoon was caused by a 
smoke pall trapped by a light wind 


which shifted from northeast to 
southwest and at the same _ time 


dropped in velocity to two miles an 
hour, according to Montrose W. 
Hayes, head of the Weather Bu- 
reau here. 

Moist condition of the atmos- 
phere all day was favorable to the 
holding of smoke, and _ the wind, 
after dropping in velocity, was too 
light to blow away the accumula- 
tion.

BOND APPROVED 
BUT SHE 1S HELD 


Charge Against Slayer of 
Husband Is Reduced from 
First to Second Degree 
Murder.

The release under $25,000 bond 
of Mrs. Helen C. Matlock, who shot 
and killed her husband, “Good- 
time Charley’’ Matlock, an auto- 
mobile salesman last Tuesday aft- 
ernoon as he walked into an apart- 
ment where he had established a 


model and night club entertainer 
as another “Mrs. Matlock” -was 
approved this afternoon following 
reduction of the charge against her 
from first to second degree murder. 

Mrs. Matlock’s attorneys had 
provided sureties satisfactory to 
Judge Butler in Court of Criminal 
Correction and were on their way 
to Police Headquarters when Cir- 
cult Attorney Sidener decided that 


she should not be released. 
Judge 3utler telephoned police 
recalling the bond. Then after a 


conference with Judge Butler and 
Deputy Coroner Dever’ Sidener 
changed his* mind and the bond 
was approved again. 

The sureties are Robert Hanna, 
former State Oil Inspector and Re- 
publican politician, and Anton 
Schmidt, a professional bondsman. 

The murder warrant and the 
bail will hold Mrs. Matlock for the 
grand jury which will decide 
whether to indict her for first or 
murder. Punish- 
ment for first degree murder, upon 
conviction, is life imprisonment Or 
death; for second degree murder, 
10 years to life. 

Sidener Won't Discuss Change. 

Yesterday both Circuit Attorney 
Sidener and his assistant, Miss 
Florence Weigle, in charge of war- 
rants, had said the evidence justi- 
fied a first degree murder charge 
and Mrs. Matlock would not be ad- 
mitted to bail. “When a woman 
waits for her husband in an apart- 
ment for two hours with a pistol 
in her hand that indicates first de- 
gree murder to me,” Sidener said. 

Today neither Sidener nor Miss 
Weigle would discuss the change in 
the warrant. Inspection of the 
warrant disclosed it had been pre- 
pared on a first degree form, the 
“first degree’ having been crossed 
out and the lesser charge written 
in. 

‘I’m not going to talk about it,” 
Sidener said. It is known, how- 
ever, that the change was ordered 
after Mrs. Matlock’s lawyers, Sarpy 
Noonan and Edgar Maher, had 
called at the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice, 

In the matron's room at 
headquarters where she had been 
held since the killing, Mrs. Mat- 
lock said she wanted to return to 
her home at 3801 South Grand 
boulevard fo arrange for the fun- 
eral services for her husband. 
Previously, Patrolman Andrew 
Matlock, father of the slain man, 
had arranged to send the body to- 
night to St. James, Mo., his former 
home, for burial tomorrow. 

The body has been at an under- 
taking establishment-at 5966 Eas- 
avenue, where it was viewed 
by the “other woman,” Rose 
Jokerst, 21 years old, known as 
Rose Steller on the stage, and as 
“Mrs. Matlock” at the Guild 
apartment, 4997 West Pine boule 
vard, where Matlock was ‘killed. 

Miss Jokerst Views Body. 


Miss JokKerst, 
her mother, visited 
er’s chapel shortly before 2 o'clock 
and left after 15 minutes. Mat- 
lock’s brother and uncle were there, 
but they did not speak. Miss Jo- 
kerst knelt beside the casket and 
resting her head on it, wept softly. 
Beside her was a large heart-shaped 
cluster of roses, a card attached 
reading: “‘Always, Rosie.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 93.—The insur- 
ance policies totaling $95,000 on the 
life of Albert Snyder, murdered by 
his wife, Ruth, and Henry Judd 
Gray, who were executed, were de- 
clared null and void today by Su- 
preme Court Justice Mahoney. 


The insurance, taken out not 
long before Snyder's death, was 
established as fhe motive for the 
murder. 


Life Insurance 
Co. brought action against Mrs. 
Josephiné Brown, Mrs. Snyder's 
mother, and Larraine Snyder, 
daughter of the executed woman, 
for annulment of the policies on 
the ground that the contract was 
not valid because Mrs. Snyder had 
deceived her husband in taking 
them, 

A former insurance agent testi- 
fied at the trial that he had traced 
Snyder's signature on another pol- 
icy so that he could write it onthe 
other two Mrs. Snyder took out. 

One of the policies, for $45,000, 
called for double indemnity in the 
event of death by violence, The 
second policy was for $5000.

PALO ALTO, Cal, Nov. 9.—It 
Was announced today at the home 
of Mr. Hoover that the President- 
elect planned to make a good will 
visit to South America in Novem- 
ber and December.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover today tele- 


graphed President Coolidge that he 
proposed to make a trip to Central 
and South America before agsum- 
ing Office on March 4 

Hoover in his message to the 
President said he would appreciate 
the assignment of the battleship 
Maryland to him for the journey. 

His purpose in the trip, as ex- 
plained to Mr. Coolidge, would be 
to give evidence of good will to 
Latin American countries and to 
express his desire to co-operate 
with them for the promotion ef 
mutual good relations besides fa- 
miliarizing himself with common 
problems. 

Mr. Coolidge has promised Hoo- 
ver all the co-operation which his 
administration can offer in carry- 
hg out his program and making 
it a thorough success. 

Hoover had thought of such a 
trip before his election, {t was said, 
and had spoken of its possibility 
to the President on his final visit 
to the White House before leaving 
for his home at Palo Alto, Cal. 

The trip will be made on the 
battleship Maryland and the de- 
tails will be worked out within the 
next few days. Under tentative 
plans the President-elect would go 
down the west coast of the Latin- 
American continent to Valparaiso, 
Chile, and cross the Andes by rail 
to Buenos Aires, then proceed up 
the east coast to the United States. 

This information was given after 
the President-elect had been in- 
formed by the Associated Press 
that President Coolidge had made 
the announcement of his plans at 
the White House in Washington.

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GRAND JURY EXAMINES 
WILMAS BANK ACCOUNT 


Obtains Record in Inquiry Into 
Protection of Crime in 
County. 


The St. Louis County grand jury. 
which is investigating reports of o!- 
ficial protection of organized crimé, 
today obtained the bank account «f 
Sheriff Albert A. Wilmas from the 
St. Loulsg County Bank on a sub- 
pena duces tecum issued by Circuit 


Judge Mulloy. 

The demand for an examination 
of the bank account followed the 
appearance for the fifth time be- 
fore the grand jury ef Clarence 


Leritz, who was a deputy and ste- 
nographer in the Sheriff's office 
until last January. 

Leritzs has declined te discuss 
with reporters his connection with 
the Sheriff's office or anything he 
observed as an inside clerk. 

The grand jury preceding the 
one now sitting began an inquiry 
into the conduct of the Sheriff's 
office following disclosures by the 
Post-Dispatch that Sheriff Wilmas 
was compelled by Federal income 
tax examiners to pay a tax and 
civil penalty amounting to $900 on 
a secret income of $30,000, while 
Sheriff, from sources he refused to 
make public. 

The income tax examiners 4is- 
covered this secret income in the 
personal account of Sheriff Wilmas 
at the St. Louls County Bank. He 
had made no Federal or State in- 
come tax return on it, and when 
the Federal examiners confronteJ 
him with it and inquired concern- 
ing its source, Sheriff Wilmas re- 
marked that it was “pocket 
money.” This explanation 4id not 
exouse his failure to make @ re- 
turn, which was prepared for him 
by the Federal examiners and 
which he signed without protest, 
paying the tax and penalty, 

State Auditor Thompson, admin- 
istrative officer of the State In- 
come Tax Department, has said his 
office would investigate the failure 
of Sheriff Wilmas to make @ State 
return on his secret income when- 
ever the State examiners got 
around to St. Louis County te make 
their regular check of State funds. 


ADMITS HE AIDED JAIL BREAK 


Brother of Paul Jaworski Sen 
tenced for Part in Escape 
of Two.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 9-—Sam 
Jaworski today pleaded guilty to 
charges of aiding his brother, Pau! 
Jaworski, slayer of at least two 
persons, and Jack Vasbinder, an- 
other convicted glayer, in their es- 
cape from the Allegheny County 
jail here in August, 1927. Jaworski 
pleaded not guilty when he went 
on trial Wednesday. He changed 
his plea when court convened this 
morning and was immediately sen- 
tenced to serve from eight to 25 
years in the Western penitentiary.

Paul Jaworski at the jail Aug. 1% 
and to have handed the prisoner 
two revolvers. Vasbinder was 
given one of them and the pris- 
oners, aided by the visitor, 
shot their way to freedom. Two 
guards were wounded in the jail 
break. Paul Jaworski has been 
returned to the jall and is under 
sentence of death for killing a pay- 
roll guard. He was awaiting action 
on a motion for a new trial tn the 
killing of the Zuard when he es 
caped. Before he waa returned te 
Allegheny County, however, he 
added another killing to his record, 
shooting down a Cleveland police- 
man when he was captured in that 
city. Vasbinder still is at large.

A St. Leuis Metropolitan Dige 
trict with a present population 


estimated at 1,315,000 has been - 


constituted, for the purposes of 
the decennial census in 1930, by a 
committee representing business 
organizations and industries. 

The 1930 census, like those of 
the past, will credit the city of 8t, 
Louis with only the population ree 
siding within its corporate boune- 
daries. But it will show also the 
population of the entire utetropoll- 
tan district, including the city and 
adjacent communities, regardless 
of state lines. 

A metropolitan district ia dee 
fined by the Census Board as “an 
area within which the conditions 
of manufacturing, trade, trange 
portation, labor and living, in orief, 
the economic and social life, are 
predominantly influenced by the 
city.” 

Heretofore, the Census Bu 
formed metropolitan districts a 
trarily, by mapping zones extend- 
ing 10 miles in all directions from 
the limits of citles, and elimifat- 
ing areas in which population was 
less than 150 to the square mile, 
This method has been abandoned, 
end in preparation for the 180 
census, the Bureau has left it to 
each city to map out its own mete 
ropolitan district, subject to ape 
proval by the Bureau. 

50 Persons Outline District. 

About 50 representatives of ine 
dustries and business organizations 
aided in shaping the district, which 
will be offeréd to the census offi- 
cials for approval. The district is 
25 miles from east to west, and 
nearly 30 miles from north te 
south, at the points of greatest 
distance. It is made irregular in 
shape by the lines of the Missourt 
River and the Mississippi above the 
Missouri's mouth, also by the Mere 
amec River on the south. .

O MANY of the “scientific 

methods’ recommended to 

modern motherhood just seem 
to ug ways of ducking responsibi- 
lity.. The mothers who swallow 
this sort of propaganda are fool- 
ing themselves. They are think- 
ing, subconsciously, in terms of 
their own comfort rather than of 
what is best for their babies. 

Heaven knows, it’s not an easy 
job for an intelligent, highstrung 
woman to take all the care of one 
or more small children: the never- 
ending tedious physical care and 
the far more tedious adjustment 
of a mature mind to the incessant 
activity of an immature mind. The 
woman who loves her youngsters 
does indeed get much enjoyment 
from them, but she also—if she 
is both sensitive and candid—must 
admit that she suffers much wear- 
iness and irritation on their ac- 
count. Nevertheless, they are hers 
—and who is she to dodge the 
dull with the sweet of mother- 
hood? 

If a woman is a good soldier, 
there are hard things she has to 
do in life. One of them is taking 
the best possible care of her little 
ch®dren, provided she decides to 
bring them into the world.

OW a child needs a home of 
Ht: own—an established place 

with the same mother and fa- 
ther, with an “own room” charm- 
ingly decorated and furnished, with 
a kitten or a puppy or both, with 
a.yard (if possible), with simple 
clothes and playthings and amuse- 
ments, with the society of other 
children—how this natural nest is 
the first and chiefest of children’s 
rights, may be brought home by 
observing, in life or books, the 
homeless children. 

Perhaps they are babies sent 
away to school, or those living in 
hotels, or orphans in asylums; or 
perhaps they are unchildlike chil- 
dren forced too early into the 
world’s limelight. Such a pathet- 
ically precocious [fittle girl tells 
her awn story so that they who 
run may read, in Grace Perkin’s 
original and interesting novel of 
the stage child on the road, “Angel 
Child.” The poses of that poor 
little creature, the too-early so- 
phistication—a bud with the tips 
of its petals yellowed while still 
tightly curled—the _ child’s own 
naive delight in the home her fa- 
ther and grandmother try to make 
for her, all are convincing and dra- 
matic proof of childish need for 
the individual home and its love. 

The serene solidity of such a 
home, the opportunity it offers to 
own and cherish individual pos- 
sessions, the warmth of mother- 
and-father-love that is to children 
what air is to plants—how can 
any woman convince herself that 
the kisses, homeyless new peda- 
gogy offers anything better for her 
children? 

Naturally, the wise mother uses 
her mind as well as her heart in 
bringing up her children; mother- 
ing with her doesn't mean smoth- 
ering. But she is sure—sure—that 
her children are her job, that her 
home is by rights their home—and 
that her kisses are their rights also. 
Suppose a child is “able to leave 
its mother at the age of two'’— 
what mother, with a heart and a 
conscience, is able to leave that 
ehild?

The preparation 
for the future, for adélescence and 
manhood or womanhood should 
aim differently from. the prepara- 
tory measures applied to normal 
life. Intellectual life musf} not be 
forced or hastened. No definite 
plans for the future must be made. 
The emotional life must be very 
carefully guarded. Negligence in 
this special direction is bound to 
lead to collapse at the critical pe- 
riod of puberty. If, on the other 
hand, they are placed under wise 
care they may live long, healthy 
and useful lives.

T is a common adult failing to

In this way he is spared the 
frustration which would have been 
his if he had attempted to make 
the cage and he still has the pleas- 
ure of accomplishing his share in 
making a home for his pets. 

The 9 year old girl, inspired by 
her mother’s skill, wants to em- 
broider a difficult and tedious pat- 
tern on a luncheon set. It would 
take her several weeks to finish 
it. No child’s interest would last 
that long. She should, instead, be 
given a simple design which a few 
days’ work will see completed. 

The child who begins too many 
things at once will, for all his fine 
initiative, reap only a sense of fail- 
ure. If he tries at the same time 
to make a garden, build a raft and 
embark on an intensive Boy Scout 
career, he will dO no single one as 
well as he should. He must not 
be allowed to bite off more than 
he can chew, 

When once a piece of work has 
been begun the child should be 
made to finish it, although he is 
a little bored and would prefer the 
thrill of a new adventure. Such 
discipline is wholesome and is a 
realistic foretaste of what will be 
expected of him when he is grown.

understand. The girls do know, 
though, that they would much 
rather be wooed, and the young 
men on their part would Mke a 
chance to do the wooing them- 
selves.

else make themselves self-support- 
ing and tactfully let the young men 
understand that they won't be re- 
quired to support babies until they 
are making more money.

When sugar is 
cooked with any of these fruit 
juices, usually in the proportion of 
three-fourths of a cup of sugar to 
one cup of juice, the “jelly test” 
will be obtained in a few minutes; 
that is, the syrup will flake or 
sheet off the spoon, indicating that 
the jelly stage is reached. 


Specialists of the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
say that it should not be necessary 
to add pectin to make good jelly 
from these. Added pectin may be 
used to make jelly from fruits 
Which contain little or none of this 
substance such as strawberries or 
rhubarb, Added acid, in the form 
of lemon juice or tart apple juice, 
is sometimes needed even when 
sufficient pectin is present, as in 
the case of quinces which are not 
sour, or sweet plums, or, blackber-

ries. As pectin is often made ‘rom 


apples and stored for later use in 
jellies, it is obvieusly unnecessary 
to add any pectin when making ape 
ple jelly from sttabie «pples, suf- 
ficiently tart .n themselves, Many 
jellies offered for sale are made 
from a combination of apple and 
other juices because this insures a 
good firm jelly texture, and the 
apple flavor is seldom as pro- 
nounced as that from which the 
jelly takes its name. 

Sometimes the unnecessary use 
of added pectin results in a jelly 
that does not keep well, because of 
insufficient cooking. It is desir- 
able to cook any jelly very quickly 
and carefully, but if there is too 

ch pectin present the jelly stage 
may be reached before the juices 
are thoroughly cooked, and fer- 
mentation will result. 

To make good plain apple jelly 
choose apples of a fairly tart va- 
riety that are not overripe, ex-
